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NEW HA.MPSHIRE 1TO1CSUA.TICS 
Daniel Webster 

Born in Salisbury, N. H« Jan. 18, 1782 (2U0 years ago) Daniel Webster beoame a 
prcminent laivyer and national politician, serving 2 terms as Secretary of State. The 
Webster-Ashburton Treaty prevented a war with England* His defense of the Union against 
sectional interests may have prevented the llnlted States being split into 3 or 4 nations. 

Webster's portrait appeared on state bakknotes Issued around the time of his death 
in 1852, including including the Exeter Bank (1.00 and Union Bank, Concord, $50.00 shown 
inside front cover of this Nonagon. Others from New ^%mpshire banks were a Claremont 
Bank $1.00, Derry Bank $5.00, Langdon Bank, Dover, $100.00, and Rockingham Bank, Portsmouth, 
$3.00 and $20.00. The Exeter note is occasionally aballable, but the others are seldam 
seen. I have bot seen the Langdon Bank $100.00 or The Rockingham Bank $20, and only rone 
each of the other notes. 

Uany banks in other states Issued notes with Weiister's portrait. I have a $10 from 
Northern Bank of Alabama, Huntsville, a $5 from The Cltitens Bank, Gossport, Indiana, a 
$3 note from the Wanbeek Bankm Desoto, Nebraska, and two different $1.00 notes from the 
Bank of DeSoto, Nebraska. I have also seen notes from the Webster Bank, of Boston, and 
others. 

The U. S. Legal Tender $10.00 note shown inside ftont cover of this issue is a beauty 
with large red se%l and serial numbers_,and bluewgreen shading over much of the note. First 
issued in 1869, it is called the "Jackass Note" because the eagle at bottom center becomes 
the head of a jackass when turned upside down* Similar notes with small red seal and red 
"TEN were issued in 1875 and 1878. Similar notes with brown seal were Issued in 1880, and r 
several other varieties were issued later. 

Ifedals honoring Daniel Webster include a 38 mm. white metal medal struck in 1886 
with high releif side view of Webster, "DANIEL WEBSTER" above* "Born Jan, 18, 1782. Died 
Oct. 24. 1862" below. Reverse "SOUVENIR/TO/COMhlEMORATE THE/UNVEILING OF THE/DANIEL WEBSTER/ 
SIATUE/JUNE 17, 1886/PRESENTED TO THE STA.TE/ OF NEW HAMPSHIRE,/ B. P. CHENEY ESQ./ 
ERECTED/IN THE STATE HOUSE PARK/CONCORD, N.H," They are holed for ribbon between Daniel and 
Webster and througn N of Souvenir. A few were bronse or gilt plated. The^ are fairly scarce* 

A 33 mm. bronze fob type medal was issued fcD the 100 th anniversary of Franklin, N.H, 
in 1928 with man seated in chair under tree* "DANIEL WEBSTER AT FRANKLIN, N.H." below; 
"FRANKLIN" at top; "A TOWN 1828. A CITY 1896. "at bottom, (ornaments at sides). Reverse; 

" 1828 1928"on ribbon over wreath with torch between dated ; CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION/ 

Franklin, N.H./ Jime 30 - July 4/ ornament/ Whitehead & Hoag, Newark" (last line is barely 
readable). A bar pin with red,w^ito and blue ribbon was used with these for badges. They 
are available. 

A 33 mm. bronze medal was issued inl938 commemorating the 150th anniversary of New 
Hampshire's ratification of the U.S. Constitution at the Old Notth Meeting House in 
Concord^ New Hampshire being the ninth state to do so ocmpleted the necessary two-thirds 
to make it official. The first striking misspelled "INSEPERABLE". George Hemy Davis of 
Concord, a Baetmouth graduate, discovered the error and called it to the attention of 
officials who had a smaller number struck with the corrected "INSEPAFABLE". Webster's 
bust faces 3/4 left. "LIBERTY AND UNI0N,N0W AND FOREVER, ONE AND INSEPARABLE" above, "DANIEL 
Webster" below. Boverse; Church; "OLD NORTH MEETINB/HOUSE, CONCORD," below; "NEW HAMPSHIRE 
CONSTITUTWOK, SB8QU1 CENTENNIAL"; aboVe; "1788 - 1938" below., Some with corrected die were(^ 
silvered. The error pieces are common; corrected bronze or silvered are scarcer. 
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A 33 mm. mSdal Issued in 1932 for the 160th anniversary of Webster's birth shows 
Daniel facing 3/4 right with "150th/ANNIVERSARY/0F HIS/BIRTH/ 1782/ 1932" to the right, 

- and "DANIEL WEBSTER" above. Reverse s^ows Webster's birthplace with "CONTRIBUTOR/ DANIEL 
)WEBSTER/ BIRTHPUCE/ FRANKLIN/ NEW HAMPSHIRE/Whitehead-Hoag". below. (Last line very small.) 
These medals in goldine are common but many are discolored. The silvered medals are scarcer. 

A 29 mm. white metal medal was issued with bust facing right with "DANIEL" lef^ and 
"WEBSTER" right. Reverse i E.HILL/ DEALER IN/COINS, MEDALS,/ MINERALS/ AUTOGRAPHS/ENGRAVINGS,/ 
OLD CURIOSITIES &c/No.6/BLEEKER ST,«,Y0RK/ 1860". Fairly rare. 

A 33 mm. bronze ibedal was struck by Merriam (Die sinkers), Boston, with Webster 
fael&g tight, with "DANIEL WEBSTER" above, "MERRIAM" small under bust and "Born Jan. 18, 
1782." below; Reverse* "I SHALL UVE" in wreath, with "LIBERTY & UNION. NOW & FOREVER, 

ONE & INSEPARABLE,*" around outside wreath. Fairly rare. 

Plymouth, N. H, issued 38 mm. white metal medals for their 160th anniversary in 1913 
and their 200th anniversarj' in 1963. Both have a reverse showing a building with"July 
FIFTEENTH" below at sides are dates "1763" and "1913" or "1963". Around top: "16 0 th 
ANNIVERSARY - PLYMOUTH.N.H. At bottom: "DANIEL WEBSTER COURTHOUSE". (1963 medal has~^200th" 
instead of "ISOth". The 1913 medals haVe "CAPT. THOMAS BAKER 1712" above soldier holding 
rifle. The 1963 medals have "BOY SCOUT FOUNTSIN 1933" above boy on one knee. Both hsd a 
loop at top for suspension from ribbon. Both are quite scarce. 

Wooden nickels were issued in 1968 with bust of Webster 3/4 right. "SALISBURY, NEW 
HAMPSHIRE" above and "1768 - 1968" below. Reverse; "BICENTENNIAL/ CELEBEAIXOH/ 

JULY 19,20,21/ WOODEN NICKEL/ Cuuv i.ir of/ SALISBURY/ N.H. " These are scarce. 

Wooden nickels issued for the 1982 Tristate Collectors' Exhibition have bust of 
Webster with "DANIEL WEBSTER# above and "1782 - 1982" below. Reverse* "27th TRI-STATE 
COLLECTORS' EXHIBITION" at top. "OCT./ 16 & 17/ 1982/ CONCORD/ N.H." in center, "Wooden 
Nickel" at bottom* These are issued in four colors, red, blue, green, and pm’ple and 
will be sold at the show for 76/ a set of 4 colors. They may be ordered from Wayne 
Rich, Box 391, Concord, N, H. for 76/ plus self-addressed stamped envelope.
